We had all remained 
at tirecnwicb while the king went up 
to Westminster to waate bla time w ith 
inattera of atate and quarrel with tke 
parliament, then sittini:, over the 
amount of certain subsidies. 

Idary, the king's sister, then some 
tigMasB or ainataen yeara of age, a 
psffSet bod, ]aat bineeo ni ing Into a per 
lecf flower, had gone over lo Windsor 
on a vl.-ii to hiT elth r slsti r. Margurel 
of Scotland, and Ibe palace was dull 
enough.
